Girl’s Complexion and Features Are 
Caucasion, While Her Alleged 
Mother Is of Pronounced 
African Type. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 29.—By authority 
of a writ of law, the Western Pennsylvania 
Iiumane Society opened two boxes, the 
property of Winnie Carter, a negress, now 
at Marshalsea, in the hope of finding some 
clew as to the identity of a child who was 
with the woman at the time the latter was 
disabled by a sudden stroke of paralysis 


and became a public charge. 

The boxes, or rather one chest and a 
worn trunk, were at the home of Mrs. Mary 
Thomas, 1212 Pasture street. They revealed 
Serve aS a 
means of identification. Old finery, gart- 
ments of various kinds, a medley of old 
papers and a few trinkets comprised the 
list. Mrs. Thomas herself can throw no 
light on ‘the question of identity, other than 
to state that Winnie Carter, who was a 
crook by profession, had paid a small fee 
for the privilege of storage and a place she 
might call home when temporarily out of a 
“seme Mrs. Thomas had no keys to the 

oxeg, and the services of a locksmith were 
required. She refused any investigation 
until now. 

The imperative necessity of some definite 
knowledge concerning the child at this 
particular time is to try to establish the 
certainty of its race. 

There is at present a doubt as to whether 
little Virginia Carter, as she is known, is 
a white child or of African parentage. ‘This 
question must be determined before a per- 
manent home can be secured or the little 
girl receive the attention best suited. The 
charitable organizations express them- 
selves as unwilling to send Virginia to 
the Colored Orphans’ Home, or vice versa, 
while the shadow of a doubt remains as to 
her race. i 

Virginia hersdlf, who is 9 years of age, 
tells rambling tales of brothers and sisters 
and a white mamma and a gentleman with 
white hair and long white whiskers, as 
she states, that “come away down so,” In- 
dicating’ a length to her own diminutive 
waist line. Beyond this the friends of the 
child have no further material on which to 
oase their doubts, except the fair skin and 
Caucasian type of features of the child, 
Claims Child 

Is Her Own. 

Winnie Carter, the negress, was sent to 
Marshalsea four or six weeks ago. She was 
caught dragging the little girl through the 
streets at midnight, while temporarily in- 
sane. The night was cold, and the little 
girl wore no covering save her night slip. 


When arraigned, the negress was keenly 
questioned concerning the child. As par- 
alysis had deprived the woman of speech, 
and as she was unable to write, but lit- 
tle information was forthcoming. To the 
question, “Is the child yours?’ however, 
the woman nodded her head with empha- 
sis. Virginia did likewise. 

The negress, who was evidently in bad 
shape physically and mentally, was sent to 
Marshalsea, where she is today, unim- 
proved mentally, and still] unable to artic- 
ulate. She is of the typical African type, 
skin coal black, flat nostrils and lips and 
jaw protruding to the point of deformity. 

After the negress was sent to Marshal- 
sea, little Virginia was taken home by 
Mrs. Annie Christian of Elm street, the 
employer of the negress. Mrs. Christian 
is a white woman. and conducts a large 
lodging house at No. 66 Elm street. The 
only knowledge which is available to date 
concerning the negress and the child its 
that which comes from Mrs. Christian, 

Her story is to the effect that six or eight 
months ago she engaged Winnie Carter. 
the neeress, as cook. Winnie had the little 
girl with her, and only accented the place 
on the condition that the chiid should stay 
with her. She said that the little girl was 
her own daughter, that the father; a white 
man. was a resident of Baltimore and that 
she had but recently come from that piace 
herself. She said that her belongings were 
with Mrs. Thomas, a stranger, on Pasture 
street, and that she had been in service in 
one or two places in Pittsburg and Alle- 


gheny. 
Negress Always 
Mistreated the Girl. 

“T did not question her as fully as I 
should have done,” said Mrs. Christian yes- 
terday. “I engaged her, and she filled her 
mission as cook very well.

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UNFORTUNATE YOUNG WOMAN 
DAUGHTER OF A MINISTER. 


Former Resident of Denver Exercised 
Such Influence Over Lizzie Clark- 
son That She Became Prac-| 
tically a Slave. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec. 29.—The strange 
story of Mis8S Lizzie Clarkson, who left a 
home of comfort and refinement to become 
the half-starved drudge of -Mrs. J. G. 
Warner, formerly of this city, suggests 
hypnotic influence. 

Miss Clarkson is the daughter of a Pres- 
byterian minister in Topeka, where she 
lived until six years ago. At that time the 


family were living upon a fine farm, just 
outside of the city of Topeka, and Lizzie 
Clarkson and her sisters sometimes went 
into the city to visit friends. 

It was there that Miss Clarkson met Mrs. 
Warner, who from the first seemed to éxert 
a strong, almost inexplicable influence over 
the gentle, quiet girl. Not long after the 
acquaintance was formed and in spite of 
the protestations of her parents | Miss 
ce went to visit in the Warner fam- 


y.

Clarkson was a changed girl. She moved

She talked freely of her home and family 
and expressed the strongest desire to re- 
turn to them and the greatest shame at 
the manner in which she had deserted them. 

To test the girl's feelings for Mrs. |War- 
ner, Mrs. Osborne also professed tg possess 
magic power, whereupon the poor, weak- 
willed creature fell upon her face fore 
her, imploring her to use her power in op- 
position to Mrs. Warner’s and get her out 
of Mrs. Warner’s power. 

According to the story told by other oc- 
cupants of the terrace on High street, Liz- 
zie Clarkson was not the only person) upon 
whom the Warner woman tried her powers. 

She frequently indu'’ged in table-tipping 
experiments in the presence of her neigh- 
bors, and read their lives and fates in the 
contents of a wierd-looking black mug: She 
is described as being a woman of medium 
size, with a wealth of light, streaky brown 
hair, and a pair of large, intense, unnatural- 
looking blue eyes. 


Her Look Made 
the Gir] Shiver. 

“I have seen her look at Lizzie with her 
eyes half closed and a peculiar steelly, 
snaky look In them that would make you 
fairly shiver. I never saw eyes like! hers 


in all my life,”’ said a woman who knew 
both the parties well. 

When the Osbornes had succeeded in get- 
ting Lizzie Clarkson a situation as a do- 
mestic she seemed much improved. She 
said she was happy. That the people with 
whom she !tived were kind to her and she 
was saving up her money to buy some 
clothing and go home. 

Nevertheless, when Perre Flatery, a mem- 
ber of the Warner family, appeared on the 
scene of her labors with a message from 
Mrs. Warner, commanding her to return 
at once, she ieft her work. She was scrub- 
bing the kitchen floor at the time, got up, 
put on her street clothes and departod 
without a word. 

It was some time later that the Warners 
suddenly left for California, taking with 
them the unfortunate girl, swho not only 
pertormed all the household labor, but was 
compelled to act as lady’s maid and hair- 
dresses to the possessor of occult gifts. 

The former neighbors of the Warners say 
that it was no uncommon thing—a fact, in- 
deed, which the woman boasted—to see her 
simply stand in her window and draw peo- 
ple to her with her eyes. Under her in- 
fluence, which the victim says she was un- 
able to resist, she Induced one of her neigh- 
bors to perform an action which was be- 
yond her control and which she utterly 
despised and repudiated. There: 1s little 
doubt that Mrs. Warner is a hypnotist and 
that Miss Clarkson is a girl of weak will, 
whom she has entirely dominated. 

Interest in the case was revived last wee 
by the appearance in this city of two sis- 
ters and a brother-in-law of Misa Clark- 
son's, who came tn search of their lost rel- 
ative. When they learned that she had q@one 
to California with the Warner family they 
immediately set out for the coast city.

QUESTIONS ANSWERED FOR

ANSWER BY EMIL ZOLA. 


We pride ourselves on our refinement, but 
we are not nearly reclaimed from bar- 
barism. A hundred years hence our de- 
scendants will consider us and our institu- 
tions with the same contempt we vouchsafe 
upon the people of the middle ages or upon 
the refractory Chinese of today. This is wot 
a paradox. I am past juggling for an audi- 


ence. 
Despite our self-satisfied bumptiousness 


mankind Is still piteously groping after real 
civilization, like a tangled mass of larvae 


tumbling and crawling out of some — 
slimy cavern toward the light that wi 
give them wings. 

An undeéniabie increase in material com- 
fort and equipment must be credited to the 
nineteenth century; but that alone does not 
constitute civilization. 

Means to happiness, certainly; but not 
happiness. Has the telephone diminished 
the hunger of the hungry? 

Our ‘brains are still Saromned: our private 
and public life is still based upon vile, ex- 
asperating ignorance. Reason, 10W pro- 
claimed by a hundred prophets in every 
country, has everywhere the greatest 
trouble to penetrate through the thick folds 
of inane prejudice that enwrap individuals 
and institutions. 

Have We Made 
Much Advance? 

There were times—not so many genera- 
tions ago—when in every country men and 
women were tortured by inquisitors—relig- 
ious or not. 

We are certainly past that stage. Yet to- 
day Tolstoi is excommunicated by Rome; Ii 
was before him, and so were Catholics and 
Protestants, Darwin, Huxley, Renan and 
most of the harbingers of tomorrow's 
truth. e 

We have found no way to settle national 
disputes except by slaughter. 

Look in this country, honestly examine 
yours; then search through all the others. 
Injustice and suffering everywhere, hideous 
cancers gnawing darkly at the very vitals 
of society. Ah, if an angry revolt does not 
this very day convulse the world it is be- 
cause most people go about like horses 
with blinkers on both sides of the head— 
capable of seeing nothing but what is im- 
mediately under their noses. 

Civilization, indeed? How ludicrous all 
this mutual praise and self-congratulation. 

These are facts which must bravely be 
uncovered to the pubic’s gaze. But, after 
all, I am not a pessimist. Deploring the 
present, I look forward into this pregnant 
new century with joyful confidence. 

I believe that in less than ten years we 
will see great rents occur in the social 
fabric, almost simultaneously On all points. 
I believe that In less than twenty years, 
though it were idle to expect the realization 
of all we want in that time, profound po- 
litical, economical and purely social modi- 
fications will have bettered the world con- 
siderably, brought a greater total sum of 
happiness, made the good things of life 
more evenly, therefore more equitably di- 
vided. 

I also believe that we soon will abolish 
the abnormal privilege of inheriting wealth; 
it will be abolished on the same rinciple 
that made us Republicans already deny the 
inheritance of the scepter. The two things 
are one. 

In fact, it 1s much more absurd that a 
young Vanderbilt or Castellane, with a 
ossible value of $25 a week, should tin- 
erit millions, than it would be to permit 
the sons of McKinley and Loubet to rule us 
because their fathers did.

Ten years before the end of the last cen- 
tury the average duration of the human life 
seems to have been 30 years. In 1885 the 
acepted average was, | beileve, 33 years. 
And most tables of mortality still’ retain 
that figure. This includes countries still 
tarrying In savagery or semi-savagery. 

In the highly civilized communities of Bu- 
rope and America I would not be surprised 
if the average was close upon 387 years. 
Thus we see that during the century now 
terminating we have prolonged the life of 
éach human being by six or seven years. 

But the average still remains abnormally 
below what it should be, and below what it 
is within our immediate possibilities to 
bring it to. 

When I speak of “immediate possibilities” 
I am not referring to some serum termed 
‘Long Life Elixir.’’ 

Long Life Elixir 
May Be Yet Found. 

As to.how long we shall be able to pro- 
long life, I would certainly not presume 
to prognosticate. But men of great intui- 
tive genius, vast experience, men guided by 
the latest scientific methods, are every- 
where at work upon the problem This con- 
current effort of many investigators may at 
any time reveal something that will aston- 
ish humanity. Men and women of the twen- 
tieth century, perhaps, wiil be in active ma- 
turity when 100 years old and sound as men 
and women of 50 in our time, 

What Obviously is certain to occur is the 
material extension of our able years as a 
consequence of better feeding, better hy- 
giene and the admirable conquests of the 
nineteenth century in medicine an’ surgery. 
And I must not-omit, either, a pa: ing men- 
tion of Pasteur’s  dédscoverie: which, 
though in the opinion of the genera) public, 
they were limited to the unfailing cure for 
that horrible and fatal affliction, hydropho- 
tia, in reality constitute the loftiest and 
most prolific scientific accomplishment of 
the past hundred years, having reclaimed 
surgery, given birth to bacteriology and 
opened the vastest itnaginable horizons to 
future resegrch. 

Many reforms remain to be undertaken 
and accomplished. For instance, it is reli- 
ably charged that laboring classes are 
tasked much too severely, and live under 
conditions which are ruinous all around. 
Every day must help the gradual amend- 
ment of this. 


Hope for 
the Future. 

Ten or twenty years from now children 
and young women will not be permitted to 
jeopardize the fyture by straining their un- 
developed bodies in work which can be done 


cheaply enough for all purposes by men 
conducting machines. 

And in another order of thought, {t Is fair 
to surmise that the state will sooner or 
later (and the sooner the better) awake to 
its duty to the unborn, and prevent the re- 
production in marriage of all individuals 
physically or morally unfit—consumymftives 
and inveterate criminals, for example. 
Moreover, diseases which still puzzle ur 
must finally give way before our joint in- 
genuity and knowledge. 

And war—the shameful blot which Is stil! 
allowed to deface the fair escutcheon ot 
man—war will be abolished, let us fervent- 
ly pray.

BEAUTIFUL AMERICAN GIRL TOO 
MYCH ADMIRED, HE THOUGHT. 


She Returned to Boston and Toiled 
Alone Until the Mental Anguish 
Wrecked Her Health and 
Spirit. 


BOSTON, Dec. 29.—The crowing scene of 
a thrilling drama of love,:of unhappiness, of 
bitter’ estrangement, followed by a joyful 
reconciliation and victory over death, has 
just been enacted in this city. The chief 
actors in this strange succession of events 
aré @ young and beautiful American girl, 
a crowned head of southeastern Europe, 
who ts well known for his many gallantries, 
and the scion of a noble house of Hungary. 
They are now en route to California. 


Count Rudolph Zolnanyi, while a special 
attache of the court of St. James in the 
winter of 1898, met Miss Clara M. Taylor, 
a New England girl of humble family, who 
was studying at the conservatory. The 
meeting between Count Zolnany! and the 
girl occurred at a students’ festival. The 
young count, a handsome and dashing fel- 
low of distinguished manners and appear- 
ance, sought and readily obtained an intro- 
duction to the American girl.

The Old Year. 


The year 1900 will be memorable for the 
great number of smal) real estate transac- 
tions.

The first theatrical performance in 
New York was given by Anthony Astor 
some time prior to 1732. 

New York's first theatre was built 
about 1732 by Rip Van Dam. Its site 
and the nature of its performances are 
unknown.

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ACTORS AND PLAYS ON THE AMERICAN 
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(<a HE growth of the American stage is a development of our 
own time. In the early days of the drama in this country 

only English actors held prominent positions. From 1830 

to 1850 there arose several prominent features c¢ mmanding 

the attention and then the admiration of the theatre- 
for during this period there flashed upon the 
those brilliant stars; Edwin Forrest, 
Charlotte Cushman, James H. Hackett, E. L. Davenport, 

and Charles Burke, who amazed the American public and 

reper re the English actors with as fine a display of legitimate tragedy and 
comedy as the world has ever seen—later on came Julia Dean and Edwin Booth. 

Then came from France the wonderful “Ravels,” four brothers—Antonio, 
Jerome. Francois and Gabriel—acrobatic pantomimists, whose marvellous feats 
and splendid comic acting charme d the whole country. Gabriel Revel was as fine 
a comedian as I have seen on the French stage. He spoke not a word, but his 
mobile face was a movable panorama of the emotions that were passing within 
him. I ean remember when I was a boy that after the play, having him 
with childish delight, how that ever-changing face haunted me. I would wake 
up and see it in all corners of the room; it would peep out of the darkness and 
erin at me—then change to comic despair—now to indignant remonstrance, if I 
roared out with laughter. My mother would knock on the thin partition and cry 
out, ‘‘Why don’t you go to sleep?’ And I would shout out, “I can't: Gabriel is 
at me again!’ Was he so wonderful, or did my boyish imagination conjure up 
thie humorous monster? 

As previous to this time America had drawn on England for its actors, 
it was still drawing on the Mother Country for its plays. The early American 
dramas, with the exception of George Boker’s ‘‘Betrothal,’’ Mrs. Moatt’s ‘‘Fash- 
ion’ and Mrs. Bateman’'s “Self,’"” were meagre and poor in the extreme. ‘Rosina 
Meadows.” the “Forest Rose,’ the “Drunkard and a host of such feeble stuff 
wére wretched both in dialogue and construction. 

There had crept dn our stage a number of vulgar abominations of the 
Astray’"’ and ‘‘Frou-Frou”’ type; and to offset these the goody-goody”’ 
American plays came forth in weak endeavor to supplant them, and were aptly 
termed the ‘‘Mamma-kiss-Papa" kind of dramas, 

Frevious to this time, however, Dion Boucicault had given us the 
dramatized from Mayne Reid’s novel of ‘“‘The Quadroon,” and the 
New York,’’ translated from the ‘Poor of Paris."’ 

Then came the “Black Crook,’ in which were introduced 
dancers, whose agile movements and brief costumes so shocked the public that 
it crowded the theatre to be shocked again and again. 

For obvious reasons I cannot mention the names of living actors, actresses 
or dramatists in a resume of events, as the present article intended to be, 
for an actor, while he has a perfect right to his opinion, should not constitute 
himself a dramatic critic; so, as I hope for mercy, I must neither blame those 
whom I deem at fault, nor praise those whom I admire; but for the advance- 
ment in stagecraft and the splendid productions of the legitimate drama, Amer- 
ica owes much to the example set us by England and France. 

It was suggested some years ago that the American stage 

improved if the Government would subsidize principal theatre.

I grant that this scheme, at the first glance, weil; but let us examine 
many difficulties that would present themselves in the effort to organize it 
of the European countries subsidize their principal theatres with good 
effect; but we must remember that, London is England, Berlin is Germany, Paris 
is France, Vienna is Austria, and St. Petersburg is Russia.

“Why do you ask ‘Will the women of the next century 

Why do you 
Americans always concern yourselves so exclusively with women? My answer 
vill apply to both sexes. 

“Yes, the next century will have handsomer men and women. And especially 
I say ‘especially’ because that is much more important)—a larger proportion of 
1andsome people. Let us hope so. The sensibilities of all artists are constantly 
wruised by the general lack of beauty in the human race. 

“Have you observed the passers-by in a street—in any street—Bombay, Ber- 
in, London or Chicago;it makes no difference? Seventy, eighty per cent. of 
-he population is hideously malconformed. 

“Watch them jostling together in a Paris omnibus, or storming out of a New 
York ferry-boat; waltch them disport on summer sands, watch them at a funeral. 
(n motion or repose, in joy or sorrow, the humanity of to-day is ugly—comically, 
vainfully ugly. 

“See them hurry by, men and women, young people and old! And don’t charge 
ne with humorous exaggeration till, for a short half hour, you have compelled 
rourself to walk through life with your eyes open 

“You'll find people that are too stout, others that are grotesquely lean; you'll 
ind them overdrawn or squat; but how few well proportioned! 

“Some people lumber along bent and groaning. Some through long habit 
sxontrive to be-merry despite flabby cheeks and distended waistcoat. There are 
gundreds of narrow-chested, weazened scrubs. And on every block t« ~““vement 
ae meet the raw-bone females, the massive mammas, and the girls who, soiled 
of their clothes, would be like unsubstantial little shrimps. 

“As for the faces, observe for yourself. They are bulbous, shrivelled, bloated 
wr sallow—distorted, like the bodies, in several thousand ways.

For cen- 
uries the human race has been devastated by war, disease, care and passion.

“The result is that at the end of the nineteenth century a large majority of 
ien and women are unhealthy or misshapen. To-day not over thirty persons in 


hundred are physically passable; and there is no plgce on the civilized earth 


vhere really handsome men or women average over 5 per cent. of the population. 

“Oh! of course we have beautiful worfen (since it pleases you that I should 
peak of women more particularly), but*not as many.as you would suppose. For 
any who are reputed beautiful are bluffing the world on their faces and usurping 


heir reputation despite bodies that our laws fortunately compel them to conceal. . 


“Painters and sculptors find few completely perfect types, even among women 
ith charming heads. Among my friends I have celebrated physicians and sur- 
eons who frequently deplore the same fact. > 

“All this is sad, but absolutely so. Our race is not what it should be. Hand- 
me people, of whom we have barely a sprinkling, should be in the majority. |

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OTHING can be more absolutely divergent than the condition 
of society to-day and that of a hundred years ago. The rules 
whioh governed it, the circumstances which created'it, have 
changed, and all the conditions of life under which it existed 
have disappeared. 

Kducation, them the privilege of the few. is now uni- 
versal, and locomotion has brought all the parts of the world 
into touch The aristocratic class still exists, perhaps 
stronger, certainly-as popular, but deprived of all*the ficti- 

tious advantages which wealth and birth bestowed, and an aristocracy of wealth 
has taken its place. 

The new influence of the twentieth century is the great power of wealth. It 
has revolutionized society during the last fifty years and ft will play as <con- 
epicuous a role in the times that are before us. 

The great fortunes that have been made in trade have been the growth of, 
relatively, a short period, and the claims which the possessors have made to 
be admitied to the ranks of English social life have been absolutely success- 
ful. In England we offered less resistence than elsewhere 

In a comparatively new state of society there must be tendencies which are 
regrettable, while lavish display and ostentatious extravagance cannot be wholly 
avoided, as a price had to be paid for the position which the newcomers eagerly 
desired in the ranks of anwld and exclusive regime 

It would be very misleading to accept the lives orf all those who are considered 
to represent English modern life as typical of the whole community. As we have 
endeavored to point out, the great increase in wealth, the improved hocomotion and 
the centralization of society in London, as well as the publicity which a free 
press entails, gives an undue prominence to a certain aspect of life and society 
which is the temporary outcome of the extraordinary changes of the century. 

Careful observers, however, must realize that if they go deeper and examine 
further into the matter they will find the real solid foundations of self-reliance, 
patriotism’ and self-<devotion on which society in reality exists. If there was

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N answer in a positive sense 
to the question whether the 
coming century will see 
greater longevity is mani- 

festly impossible. Undoubtedly the 
nervous wear and tear of modern 
existence tend to weaken the’ hu- 
man frame and to contract human 
life. On the other hand, we have 
instances of men more than usual- 
ly active, men whose intellectual 
faculties are ptactically never at 
rest, who nevertheless surprise us 
by their robust vitality:at a most 
advanced age. The most remark- 
able living example of this within 
my Knowledge is our venerable 
Pontiff, Leo XIII.. whom I have 
had the honor of attending for 
nearly twenty years. 

The secret of His Holiness’s lon- 
gevity is his marvellously regular 
mode of existence and the frugality 
of the fare he subsists upon. For 
my part I am confident—knowing 
as I do His Holiness's constitution 
and mode of life, believing him’ to 
be the most conspicuous instance 
of the realization of the old adage, 
*‘Mens sana in corpore sano'’—that 
he will live to see many of the 
events of the twentieth century. 

I anticipate that in the coming 
century the general system of life 
will more closely resemble that fol- 
lowed by men of studieus and 
ascetic habits like His Holiness, 
such men being proverbially long- 
lived.

100 YEARS OF MEDICAL SCIENCE.

NE HUNDRED years ago the medical profession was as far wet 
hind what it is to-day as the stage coach of those days is be- 
‘hind the swift express train. In other words, it .8 not fo much , 
to say that the development of medicine has kept pace with 
everything else in the progressive nineteenth century. At thg 
beginning of this century bleeding was still in vogue. Patients 
who had contracted pneumonia were bled until they fainted. 
It was even hinted at the time that the death of George Wash- 
ington was caused by his being bled to cure a disease of the throat. 

The most powerful and depressing drugs were adminis.ered to check inflam 
mation. The popular impression with regard to medicine was that quantity 
should be the first requisite, and men were made to drink a quart when they could 
hold only a pint. Quinine was given as a bitter decoction instead of as a sugar- 
eoated pill. pn 

One hundred years ago there was only one hospital in New York City, situated 
at the head of Pearl street. Bellevue at that time was nothing but an almshouse. 

This century has witnessed the discovery of ether and the various aecomplish- 
ments of surgery which it has made possible.. Great advances have been made in 
pathology—the science of disease. The causes.of organic degenerations have been

MARVELS OF OPERATIVE SURGERY. 
By Dr. John H. Girdner. 
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N the evening of Oct. 6, 1881, a few weeks after the death of 
President Garfield, there was a meeting of the New York 
Academy of Medicine for the purpose of discussing the best 
means of treating gunshot wounds of the abdomen. 

During the discussion a world-famous gynaecologist mildly 
suggested that in gunshot and other wounds of the intestine 
or other viscera of the abdomen it migh: a good thing to 
open the abdominal! cavity and “clean it out,’ stop internal 

hemorrhage and sew up internal wounds, &c. This brought pronounced opposi- 
tion, and one of the best Known of the group said that patients suffering from 
recent wounds in this region would die on the table if an operation were at- 
tempted. 

No single century of which we have any history has contributed so much 
knowledge to both the science and art of surgery as has the one just closing. An- 
aesthetics, “God's greatest gift to human flesh,”’ were discovered and made of 
practical use in rendering the body insensible to pain about 1844. Those of us who 
have never witnessed surgical operations under the old regime can scarcely ap- 
preciate the tremendous importance of this discovery. In the old days the patient 
on whom a,capital operation had to be performed, such for instance as the am- 
putation of a limb, was securely strapped to a table and held by attendants. He 
was in full possession of all his senses and sensations, and the pain and agony he 
must have suffered while the surgeon was doing the necessary cutting, sewing, 
&c., suggests the descriptions in Fox's Book of Martyrs. Cocaine as a local an- 
aesthetic is also a recent discovery, and it is highly useful in many minor opera- 
tions. The latest investigations and experiments seem to indicate that we are on 
the eve of a revolution in anaesthetics. There is some reason to believe that the 
time is not far distant when we shall be able to produce complete anaesthesia of 
the entire body and not place the patient in a state of coma. This, it seems. may 
be done by injecting cocaine or some other drug into the spinal canal, thus paralyz- 

ing the nerves of sensation at their roots. 

“Laudable pus,"’ which the old surgeons held 
in such high esteem, has had to go before mod- 
ern aseptic and antiseptic surgery. It is only 
of late years that surgeons have come to under- 
Stand that pus of any kind in a wound means 
infection. 

Appendicitis, a disease which some people 
seem to think is a recent invention, could not be 
successfully operated on until aseptic surgery 
was practised. There was just as much appenrn- 
dicitis in the old days as at present. The old 
doctors classed all cases under the general head 
of inflammation of the bowels. They had ho 
thought of operating to relieve the patient, and 
many more of thee cases died formerly (than 
now.

Should in- 
fluences ascribable to the still widely accepted views of tne second period with 
ifs consequences—science for the gake of science, blind faith in methods, spe- 
cialization pushed to extrémes and exaggerated respect for technic—become too 
prominent again, they will not go unchallenged. Should we, on the other hand, 
keep to the biological movement, we shall work on wisely and without prejudices, 
availing ourselves of the brilliant results of a constantly advancing technic and 
having recourse to all kinds of helping means—for example, air, light, water, 
ndurishment, drugs and serum, mechanical and physical agencies, &c. Will the 
average duration of life be increased thereby? 

The question cannot easily be answered. The answer is rendered doubly 
dificult by the fact that we must allow for the influences of civilization, over- 
population of cities, industrial conditions, &c. For, while they may be growing 
slightly less harmful, their development cannot be foreseen. Much will depend 
upon individuals. , 

Create for yourself a sound body, equally fit for, enjoyment and for work. 
sive your body exercise, but do not overstrain it, either in the matter of en- 
joyment or work. Do not fear success so much as its habitual repetition. Make 
yourself free and beware of routine. Love courage and hate timidity. Do not 
fear external foes—bacilli, atmospherical conditions, &c.—but arm your bodies 
against their influence and their assaults.

Learning to live in the same ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction with the opposite party on the burning questions, it will appear to be 
folly to exclude from the same jurisdiction those who disagree with them on ques- 
tions no longer burning, and on all sides it will be evident that separate eccles- 
iastical jurisdictions have exhausted themselves, are antiquated and are of no 
further use or importance, and so all parties will unite in one Church of Christ. 

The doctrinal discord of Christianity is great, but not so great as it appears to 
be in the exaggerations and misrepresentations of partisanship. The concord in 
doctrine is vastly greater. The doctrinal discord between the Protestant and the 
Roman Catholic Church is commonly redueed two simple principles, «nd 
Neander, the great Protestant historian, even reduces them to a single one. A 
philosophic mind sees that they are looking at the same great truths from dif- 
ferent angles of vision. 

It is now certain that neither will conquer the other. The solution of the 
problems which divide them can only be found in some more comprehcnsive prin- 
ciple, which shall recognize the differences as complementary rather than contra- 
dictory.

This beneficial change has been brought about chiefly by the spiritual and in- 
tellectual revival so n ticeable in our age. The nineteenth century has been a 
period of transition. It has partly lifted the veil which the twentieth century is 
perhaps destined to tear asunder, flooding the world with light. But many ardent 
thinkers of our age, impatient of restraint, have not understood this, and have 
either fallen, Doedalus-like, from the heights they had rashly attained. or lost 
themseives in the hitherto unexplored labyrinth which awaits humanity. From an 
intellectual point of view the world of to-day is more brilliant, but algo more 
superficial, than it formerly was, and this may lead to many evils. 

But it is from a religious point view that the most gigantic progress is 
noticeable. .There will be fewer creeds a hundred years hence, because the true 
Church is gaining ground, while sects are disappearing. At the close of the nine- 
teenth century the Catholic population of the world is over 200,000,000, and this 
wonderful progress has been made in the face of almost insuperable difficulties. 

What are the tendencies of the Church to-day? They are the same as those 
of the Church nineteen hundred years ago, and the same which will characterize 
the action of the Church until the end of time. Light, right and moral and intel- 
lectual progress are the aims of the Church to-day, as they have always been and 
always will be, in spite of the calumniators who accuse us of obscurantism. In 
the present Pontiff we behold a synthesis of Catholic tendencies, a true emanation 
of the Catholic spirit, and it will be a good omen for the twentieth century to 
be blessed on New Year's Day by Leo XIII.

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ROMANCE THE CHIEF CONTRIBUTION OF THE CENTURY TOLITERATURE--- Andrew Lang.

T the end of the nineteenth century novels are the only popu- 
lar and, in some cases, prolitable form of literature. Before 
1814. poetry was largely bought amd read; men “formed li- 
braries’’ and added to those bequeAthed by their ancestors. 
Not only history, but’ works containing the Sources of his- 
tory, edited from original MSS., were profitably published. 
From the evidence of a member of the firm cf Longmans & 
Co., given before a commission concerned wit't! ‘e National 
Records about 1834, we learn that the habit of ‘‘forming librarie and Uf pur- 
chasing costly reprints of the old chronicles, or of MSS., waned b tween 1814 and 
18354. The public spent money only on cheap and popular boalee-<aitie science, di- 
luted history. Poetry was no longer purchased. 

Now, the fatal year of 1814 was that of the appearance of “Waverley. 2 ae 
1828 Scotty ‘was yearly delighting the world with one or two new novels. Before 
Scott died (1832) Lytton declared publicly that no man would live by his pen ex- 
cept by novel writing. With a few exceptions, such as Macaulay, Mr. Froude. 
Mr. J. R. Green and Tennyson, no man has since been very successful in dis- 
proving the dictum of Lytton. 

A novel is praised, not because it moves or entertains, but because it is a 
treatise ‘‘on our civilization,’’ a subject handled otherwise by Buckle. We are 
told that the masterpieces of Greece are “glorified school-books,”’ and that Scott 
“is simply not modern.”’ Yet Scott was the cause or occasion of this changed 
condition of the public mind. From 1800 to 1814 the public was forming libraries, 
and, for human pleasure, was reading poetry by Byron, Wordsworth, Scott him- 
self. Novels, new novels, practically did not exist. 

At last “‘Waverley’’ appeared, and with it and fits rapid successors came the 
early novels of Jane Austen. She and Scott altered the face of literature and 
revolutionized the market for books. There had been historical romance before 
Scott's “‘“Gothic’’ things—Walpole’s “Castle of Otranto,’’ Mrs. Radcliffe’s books, 
Miss Reeve’s Old English ghost story. Scott partly carried on their waning i.. 
fluence, partly, as he said, stimulated by Miss Edgeworth’s Irish tales, but on the 
whole, his own genius and learning created the historical novel. 

Miss Austen descended from Miss Burney, herself a ladylike literary descen- 
dant of Smolfett, but Miss Austen simplified and clarified Miss Burney. To Mrs. 
Radcliffe she owed a little, for “‘Northanger Abbey’’ springs from the ‘‘Romance 
of the Forest,”’ as “Joseph Andrews” arises out of and in mockery of ‘‘Pamela.”’ 

The successors followed Scott in multitudes of novels, like these of Horace 
Smith, Sir Thomas Dick Lauder and G. P. R.. James, or they followed Miss 
Austen, as in the novels of Mrs. Gaskell, Anthony Trollope, and generally all the 
writers of domestic tales, also the realists who were not tarred with the brush 
of M. Zola. 

Then the prophet and preacher took hold of the novel. In “Pickwick’’ Dickens 
only followed Le Sage, Smollett and the picaresque writers; under the guidance 
and genius and the finest animal spirits. But very soon Dickens began to preach 
and prophesy about social questions, education, the Circumlocution Office, and so 
forth. The mantle of Carlyle fell on the novelist. Thackeray remained a satirist 
rather than a prophet, Kingsley preached in novels as from a pulpit. George 
Eliot mounted the platform of the popular scientific lecturer and distributed .the 
doctrines of Mr. Herbert Spencer.

HE century now gone commenced with the Consulate in 
France. Paris, the fountain-head of all graceful and elegant 
creations, was settling down after the chaos of its revo- 
lution. Naturally, during the Revolution nothing remark- 
able for beauty in the way of costume had been created, 
and everything worn by people of rank had become un- 
popular. 

In 1804 Napoleon was crowned, and thenceforth all the 
world feminine looked to Josephine to guide them as to what 
they should wear. 

Hoops and corsets were discarded. Silks were exchanged for muslins and 
printed calicoes. Hats made of straws became fashionable. The waist was brought 
under the arms and bust, and thence the skirt fell straight and trailing from the 
open neck, occasionally covered by a silk neckerchief or a high-standing muslin 
ruff. 

Then came an immense change in sleeves. The arrangement of their upper 
part had increased, so that by the beginning of the ‘30s. they had come to the 
perfection of absurdity. Whalebone, buckram and even pillows of down were 
used in their extension. The skirt swelled out in sympathy with the sleeves so 
that it was impossible for a fashionably dressed woman to pass through an or- 
dinary door. 

Then followed a period of dowdyism—frumpish and uninteresting. All dresses 
were worn with low necks, and scarf-shaped mantles accompanied them. 

Children’s dresses then were equally deplorable. From beneath the short full 
skirt, amply supplied with frills, showed the bifurcated garments never to be men- 
tioned to ears polite. These, extending to the ankle, were met by a glimpse of 
lace stockings, which iw their turn were crossed by elastic straps holding on the 
patent sandal-shoe. Over the shoulders was worn a spencer, or polka. 

The Revolution of 18, with Paris in a state of barricade, prevented any infor- 
mation of fashion filtering through to the outer world.

They were allowed as a day’s ration one pounc of 
beef or in lieu thereof three-quarters of a pound of pork; one pound of bregd\or 
flour and half a gill of rum, brandy or whiskey; also a little salt, vinegar al d 
soap. This made up the fare of a soldier—bread, meat and rum. 

The act (April 30, 1790), however, is notable for authorizing a pension list. 

The pay of the enlisted men was increased $1 per month in 1792, again in 1795 
and in 1798, when it was made for sergeants and senior musicians $8; corporals, 
$7: musicians, $6, and privates, $; and the ration was increased by two ounces of 
flour and two ounces of fresh beef or pork for the men in service on the West-

This in 1864 was increased to $16, and the pay of other grades of 
enlisted men was increased in proportion up to $26, the pay of a sergeant-major 
The pay of the various grades was reduced in 1871 to About the rates fixed in 
1854, except that privates were allowed $13, and there has been no change in 
the latter since then. :The pay under recent acts is now as follows: Sergeant- 
major, quartermaster-sergeant and commissary sergeant, $34; first sergeant, 
$25; sergeants, $18; corporals, $15, and privates, $13.

Shooting More Murderous, Hospitals More Heloless, Than Ever 
Before—Collectively, the Modern Soldier Is Inferior to the 
Warrior of Old Days Because He Thinks.

Ag WE great progress attained by the/art of war during the pres- 
ent century has rendered conflicts far more murderous and 
cruel than heretofore. 

The preparations for a war consist, In every 
civilized nation, in utilizing as much as possible the ac 
forces of the country, and in taking advantage of every 
; scientific and technical improvemer't 
go The mobilization of armies and their rapid concentration 

| @t the frontier ip numerous masses is effected with marvelious 
rapidity, owing to the perfected organization and to the improved means ot loco- 
motion and transport by road or rail. 

The combating forces §icrease continually, and with their reserves, supports, 
second lines, &c., offeMa formidable target on the field of battle to the fire of rifle 
and cannon, whose shooting becomes every day more rapid, raking and murderous, 
even at ranges never before attempted. 

I may add that the prevalent tendency, both in modern strategy and tactics, 
is to take the offensive, in order to hasten a decisive result. 
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The improved sanitary organization will 
in a certain measure contribute to alle- 
viate the cruelties of war, but the medi- 
cal service will too often prove impo- 

t to help the numerous wounded on 
the battle-field or to convey them in 
safety to the rear. 

Humanitarian measures could dimjnish 
the cruelty of battles, but if rigorously 
applied, and with a sincerely humani- 
tarian sentiment, it is to be feared that 
they wowld only tend to prolong @ war, 
thus increasing its disastrous conse- 
quences. But on the battle-field these 
humanitarian measures are little ap- 
plied and not very applicable. 

No army, however brave and broken 
to the uncertainty of war, 
stand the loss of one-fifth of its number 
after a few hours’ struggle. The best 
plan is to adapt flanking movements, 
possibly out of ‘the fire-swept zone, by 
means of extensive manoeuvres in loose 
formation. But the outflanking force 
is in its turn exposed to outflanking 
movements, and a loose formation 
greatly lessons both discipline and co- 
hesion. 

The problem is further complicated oy 
factors of a moral as well as of a ma- 
terial and technical nature, and the 
points of interrogation around the final 
result are continually multiplying them- 
selves. 

The art of leading armies will there- 
fore become more and more difficult; 
the success of a commander's orders 
will be more than ever dependent upon 
the freaks of fortune, and the success- 
ful resistance of a smali body of men, 
united, well led, animated by the same 
idea and well trained and armed, will 
be all the more possible against vast 
bodies of troops. 

Regarded as an individual, the modern 
soldier is perhaps superior to the old, 
but taken collectively he is certainly in- 
ferior, because each individual feels his 
own personality more intensely in these 
days of ever-increasing neurasthenia. 

The extension of miiltary duty to al! 
those able to carry arms, besides lower- 
ing the individual standard of military 
instruction, tends to Introduce socialist 
ideas in the ranks, which are opposed to 
the shackles of discipline and to the 
idea of sacrifice on the altar of patriot- 
ism. Then, again, the modern soldier 
when on the battle-field {s not fired by 
the ardor of a hand-to-hand struggle 
with the enemy—whom he does not even 
see—but is obliged to patiently awalt 
death for many hours, while his com- 
rades drop around him, struck down by 
an invisible hand, and while he himself, 
in view of the terrible danger to which 
he is exposed, becomes an easy prey ‘to 
the demon of battles—panic terror. 

In all probability Europe will return 
‘o ancient methods after a long spell of 
peace, Or, in consequence of a universal 
war, the results of which would be too 
terribie to contemplate. We shall then

Medicine and astronomy are certainly the most ancient of the sciences, and 
yet, strange ito tell, the advances here have equalled any other to which I have 
referred. .

Such sights and the deaths and ravages caused by this fell disease have 
practically been abolished by vaccination introduced by Jenner jin the first half of 
the century. | Pasteur and Lister have made for themselves immortal names since 
then, and:‘ati the end of the century we find ourselves on the track of the causes 
of mabey: se The germs from which they spring are known, and preventive 
medicine is now a well-understood science. Hydrophobia, diphtheria, consumption 
and other dire human maladies show signs of capitulation, while lListerism enables 
the surgeon ito succeed in operations which were formerly never attempted. 

Much of this tremendous alleviation of human .pain and the attendant increase 
in the span af life have depended wpon the improvement in the microscope brought 
about by the study of optics.: Strangely enough, the last important progress to 
which | she U refer comes to a large extent from the same source.

The ea: iest victories of astronomy were achieved without any instrument 
The horizor' formed the enly point of available reference; then came instruments 
without th. telescope und clock; next these were added. The steam-engine, im 
provements in the manufacture of glass followed, and permitted the constructi. 
of enormous telescopes. Fimally we have the optical studies, to which | have re- 
ferred, carried on in strict alliance with chemistry. Celestial objects which the 
human eye, will neyer see are now studied in a hundred ways by means of photog- 
raphy, and the heavens have been expanded for us a thousand-fold, and chemistry 
nas not stopped there. The substances of whick the most distant worlds are com- 
posed are now well within our ken. 

With hundreds of thousands of firm fact. at our disposal we can now watch 
the gradual formations of worlds and study both cause and effect. Hence a new 
idea of cosmaical evolution, and hence also an idea of another evolution which deals 
with the gradual formation of the chemical substances of which our own earth as 
well as the distant worlds are built up. 

All the world knows of the many applications of the old astronomy, some of 
which have beeen so improved in recent vears that a ship at sixteen knots speed 
can determine her position to a mile in any part of the trackless ocean. The appli- 
cations of the new astronomy are yet to seek, but they will come. 
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And for the Fature—? 


If a nation wishes to succeed in the struggle she mus{ see to it that the earliest 
of the schoiol years: shall be spent in providing such a fully co-ordinated education 
as Ll have indicated, and the after years, Ly) many of them, utilized in building a 
knowledge of pure seience on this foundation by means of research. Men thus 
educated when they fimd their way into industry are not foreed to be content with 
the old methods of work if they can see their way to improve them. They do im- 
prove thern and discover new ones. Next they discover new applications alto- 
gether, anal eventually in this way open up new markets with new commodities. 

These ‘are mo fancy pictures. We had these two methods in operation fifty 
years ago-—the first in England, the second in Germany—and the result of their 
working has been that England has lost her chemical industries, as 1 hinted be- 
fore. But’ not in relation to these industries alone has the value of the second 
method been established by the logic of facts. A Frenchman a few years ago 
conceded ‘to Germany ‘‘a supremacy in science comparable to the supremacy of 
Kngland «it sea,” and the final moral I wish to impress upon my readers is that if 
England suffers Germany or any other nation to surpass her in the arts of. peace— 
that is, in the application of science to the needs of mankind—the fall of the em- 
pire must come sooner or hater. 

Now tirat science is the great factor of the history of the world, what is done 
during peace and not during war will decide the fate of nations.

PETER STUYVESANT. 
The Last Dutch Governor of New York. 
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Its Marvellous Debelopment in 100 Years, 
and Its Prospect for the 
Coming Century.

T the beginning of the New Year the State of New York 
can look back with pride upon its growth, development 
and achievements. In 1800 the people were living in 
communities scattered through only twenty counties, 
with no means of transportation saving stage coaches 
or sailing vessels. 

Then the master Mnind of De Witt Clinton conceived 
the plan of uniting the waters of the Great Lakes and the ‘Hudson River. 
Under his supervision the Erie Canal became an accomplished fact, and a 
great artery of trade and transportation was opened for the public benefit. 
But even this improvement was found insufficient for the great commerce 
of the Empire State. The railroad superseded the stage coach, and, with 
the telegraph and telephone, has spread over the State in an endeavor to 
minister to the business and social needs of over 7,000,000 people. 

Its chief city alone contains many times the number of inhabitants of 
the whole State in 1800, and has become One of the great financial and com- 
mercial centres of the world. Its harbors are crowded with ships bearing 
the products of every clime to contribute to our pleasures or our neces- 
sities. And its development has not been along the material side only. 
Its people have responded nobly to every demand made upon their intellect, 
their patriotism or their statesmanship. 

The convention held during Mr. Jay’s second term as Governor in 1801 
laid its constitutional foundations broad and,deep. To this work Daniel 
D. Tompkins, De Witt.Clinton and Aaron Burr gave their best efforts. 
William H. Seward and others of its statesmen and orators contributed by 
word and deed to the growth of that sentiment against human slavery 
which ultimately. became such an important factor in determining the 
destinies of the nation. And when it came to the final appeal to arms it 
furnished over half a million men to uphold the Union, of whom fifty-three 
thousand never returned to their homes and loved ones. It has furnished 
to the country great men like Roscoe Conkling, John T. Hoffman, Samuel 
J. Tilden, Thurlow Weed and Silas Wright, and to the Presidency of the 
United States Martin Van Buren, Millard Fillmore, Chester A. Arthur and 
Grover Cleveland. 

The pages of literature have been adorned by the productions of George 
Wiliam Curtis, Washington Irving, James Fenimore Cooper and Bayard 
Taylor.< its poets, Edgar Allan Poe, Nathaniel Parker Willis and William 
Cullen Bryant, have long exerted an elevating influence upon all readers
